The Nol bus 
for speeding 
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Service was ‘caught’ over the limit 
21 times, claims furious Councillor

BUSES were caught speeding 
along one busy road 21 times, it 
has been claimed. 

Lloyd Hodges, who lives in 
Billing Brook Road, 
Northampton, has complained 
to Northamptonshire Police 
numerous times about the 
public transport vehicles going 
faster than the legal 30mph limit 
on the Nol route. 

And now his ward councillor 
Joy Capstick is calling for an 
urgent meeting to deal with the 
issue. 

She was told by Sergeant 
Charlie Osborne at Weston 
Favell police station that PCSOs 
caught 21 buses speeding on 
that particular route - where 
they run every ten minutes - and 
warning letters had been sent to 
Stagecoach. 

A police spokeswoman 
explained that PCSOs do not 
have the power to hand out 
speeding fines ‘on-the-spot’. 

She could also not confirm the 


number of buses that were 
caught. Cllr Capstick said: “I 
think this means it should esca¬ 
late to police officers now, rather 
than PCSOs, because I think the 
management at the company 
needs to make it clear to drivers 
that they need to take responsi¬ 
bility for speeding. 

“There are a number of schools 
near there, as well as other 
pedestrians and drivers. 

“I believe there is at least one 
safe school walk along there. 

“There is a reason we have a 
speed limit in place and humps 


and pedestrian crossings. This 
really is a matter of urgency. 

“I want to see a resolution to 
this.” 

Mr Hodges said: “There are a 
few schools nearby so it really 
worries me that buses are not 
sticking to the speed limit. 

“I noticed it as soon as I moved 
in and started telling police. 
They did come out with the 
speed gun and apparently they 
got 21 buses speeding. 

“I want to know why they 
haven’t deployed a camera safety

Man stabbed as 
officers deal with 
acts of violence

POLICE had to deal with 24 
incidents involving vio¬ 
lence in Northampton town 
centre during the jubilee 
weekend. 

The latest crime figures 
released by the Force come at 
the same time they are inves¬ 
tigating a stabbing in 
Abington Square which 
happened on Tuesday 
evening. 

The 32-year-old victim is in 
a serious but stable condition 
at Northampton General 
Hospital. A 45-year-old man 
was arrested in connection 
and bailed pending further 
enquiries. 


From Saturday to Tuesday, 
across the county 26 people 
were arrested for violence 
offences and 51 per cent of 
violent incidents were 
alcohol related. 

The Mobile Police Station 
was in Abington Street, 
Northampton, at the week¬ 
end where officers engaged 
with about 100 people regard¬ 
ing alcohol related 
violence and ways in which 
people can prevent them¬ 
selves from becoming a 
victim of crime on a night out. 

Chief Inspector Max 
Williams said: “This offered 
an opportunity to speak with 
revellers about the potential 
consequences of violence 
and the ways in which we are 


taking positive action to 
clamp down on offenders of 
violent crime. 

“One of the preventative 
measures we are taking is to 
intervene early so that poten¬ 
tial offenders are banned 
from town and sent home. 

“Four Section 27s were 
issued during the lubilee 
period.” 

These specific orders, part 
of the violent crime reduction 
act, means anyone caught 
offending is not allowed back 
into a set area for two days. 

Northamptonshire Police 
reiterated they will continue 
to work hard to tackle violent 
crime as part of a dedicated 
operation, along with causal 
factors such as alcohol. 



Residents alerted to beggar 


RESIDENTS in Duston are being 
warned by police to be on their 
guard about a woman asking 
for money. 

The female has been reported to 
officers at least five times in the 
past six months and is believed to 
have been approaching elderly 
and vulnerable residents in the 
area claiming to know them and 
asking for cash. 

Police say the woman claims to 
have no money and needs it for 
food, bills and to visit her sick 
children in hospital, as well as a 


number of other ruses to gain 
money. On some occasions, the 
woman has approached people 
while she’s had young with her. 

Sergeant Paul Cumbers said: 
“We believe these incidents to be 
attempts to falsely get money off 
vulnerable people in the area and 
we are currently investigating 
these incidents. 

“We would urge residents who 
may be approached by this 
woman asking for money, to 
firstly refuse and secondly to 
contact the police.” 


Mum pushes ahead with

her son will take a step 
forward. 

Gail Butcher, whose

the authority about trying 
to secure a piece of land at 
Eagle Drive in Delapre. 

Richard was 29 when he 
died at his home in 
Manchester from what his 
parents were told was 
‘adult cot death syndrome’. 

A recent charity football 
match raised £8,123 
towards the pitch.

team to monitor it.” A police spokes¬ 
woman said: “We take the issue of 
speeding very seriously and the issue is 
tackled as part of our Fatal Four 
campaign. 

“PCSOs regularly take part in speeding 
operations as a deterrent to those 
motorists who speed on our roads. 

“However, they do not have the power 
to stop motorists or issue speeding fines 
and so letters advising those motorists 
that they have been found to be speed¬ 
ing are issued. 


“The letters also include details of the 
consequences of speeding and what 
action could be taken against them if 
they are stopped by a police officer for 
speeding. 

“If a particular issue with speeding in 
an area is identified, then police offi¬ 
cers, who do have powers to stop 
motorists and issue fines, can be 
deployed to take part in an operation 
tackling motorists, as can the mobile 
speed cameras.” 

A Stagecoach spokesman said: “To 
date we haven’t received any notifica¬ 


tion from Northamptonshire Police 
regarding any of our route one buses 
exceeding the speed limit in Billing 
Brook Road. 

“We regard the safety of our passen¬ 
gers, staff and other road users as an 
absolute priority and will undertake 
our own speed checks if any complaints 
are ever received about drivers exceed¬ 
ing the speed limit. 

“We will of course fully investigate 
this matter once we receive any 
information or evidence that the police 
may have.”

BOOTS standing at more than five 
feet tall will be unveiled in the town 
next week. 

The size 72 riding gear have been 
created for the 33ft Lady Godiva 
puppet in celebration of the London 
2012 Cultural Olympiad. 

County bootmakers Horace Batten, 
based in Ravensthorpe, spent three 
months making the pieces for the 
Godiva Awakes project which will 
pass through Northampton next 
month. 

They will be on display at 
Northampton Museum and Art 
Gallery for an exhibition about their 
making from Tuesday. 

Lady Godiva is famed for riding 
through the streets of Coventry 
naked on a horse in a bid to lower 
high taxes imposed by her husband, 
in the 11th century. 

“Northampton museum has a pho¬ 
tographic record of shoe making and 
there’s a photo taken around 1910 of 
a giant boot made by the Cook’s 
factory when my grandfather was 
manager there. 

“It seems ironic somehow that here 
we are 100 years later making anoth¬ 
er one. 

“We are a small business and this 
has been a significant undertaking. 

“It isn’t the sort of thing you do 
everyday and everyone involved has 
put their heart and soul into it. I do 


believe the boots will be a lasting 
legacy.” 

Councillor Brandon Eldred, 
Northampton Borough Council cabi¬ 
net member responsible for muse¬ 
ums, said: “This is a spectacular 
project that it has been an honour to 
be a part of. Northampton is known 
the world over for its boot and shoe 
industry and this is an opportunity 
for us to showcase some of the best of 
our talent to the rest of the world.

A CALL to construct a large

The group, which includes Cllrs 
Winston Strachan, Danielle 
Stone, Mohammed Aziz and Ifty 
Choudary, says issues such as 
assessing current demand and 
capacity, acquiring land and 
starting the planning process 
needs to be looked at. 

Last week, a Hindu Temple was 
given the go-ahead to be built on 
Lings Way. 


The Indian Hindu Welfare Org¬ 
anisation hopes the multi¬ 
purpose building will be finished 
by 2014. 

Cllr Eales, said: “We are proud 
that Northampton has people of 
different faiths among its citizens. 
At the same time the town must 
cater for these different faiths but 
ensuring that adequate facilities 
are available. 

“It is clear that when it comes to 
Islam we have adopted a piece¬ 
meal approach to ensuring there 
are enough prayer facilities. We 


believe the time has come to 
build a big purpose-built Mosque 
in Northampton that is available 
to all Muslims in the town. 

“It is an ambitious project but 
one that we believe can be 
achieved, if we all work together. 
We have set up this working 
group to help get the ball rolling. 
We now want the full council to 
set up a cross-party working 
group to chart the way forward. 
This is about being pro-active.”

Carer went on spree 
with OAP’s bank card

A MAN has been jailed for steal¬ 
ing thousands from his ‘elderly 
and vulnerable' neighbour. 

Darren Cockerill, 38, of 
Sladeswell Court, Northampton, 
befriended Mr Andrews, 82, who 
lived in the same block of flats, 
offering to do his shopping. 

The defendant and his wife 
Michelle even decorated the 
victim’s flat while he was in hospi¬ 
tal with a broken shoulder. 

But after becoming his carer, 
Cockerill used the pensioner’s 
bank card to spend more than 


£12,000 on items for himself and 
his wife - including a holiday. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecuting 
at Northampton Crown Court, 
said: “Mr Andrews lent the defen¬ 
dant his bank card and said he 
would pay him £50 a week for his 
services.” 

Mr Waterfield added that there 
had been multiple payments 
online from Mr Andrews’ account, 
but he did not have a computer. 

Bank statements had also gone 
missing - it was later discovered 
that Cockerill had destroyed them. 

Having stood at £19,000 in 
October 2010, Mr Andrews’ bank 
balance had fallen to little over 


£5,500 by December last year. In a 
statement read out by Mr 
Waterfield, the elderly victim said: 
“I trusted Darren and Michelle 
with my house keys and my bank 
card, and the fact they have done 
this really causes me sadness. 

“I took it for granted that they had 
my best interests at heart and will 
find it hard to trust anyone again. 

“My independence is gone. I 
have had to move out of my home 
and away from the area where I 
was born and bred. I never wanted 
to be in a care home but I have had 
to move into one.” 

Judge Richard Bray jailed 
Cockerill for 14 months.

Spotlight on 
roads to ruin

A QUARTER of all roads in 
Northamptonshire are in need of 
repair. 

Figures released by the Department 
of Transport for 2010/11 show 22 per 
cent are classified ‘amber’ and four 
per cent are in a ‘red’ condition. 

‘Amber’ indicates some deteriora¬ 
tion is apparent with regards to the 
surface of the road and should be 
investigated to determine the opti¬ 
mum time for planned maintenance. 

‘Red’ states the road is likely to 
require planned maintenance soon. 

The remaining 74 per cent of the 
county’s 4,000kms of classified roads 
are in ‘green’ condition which means 
they are generally in a good state of 
repair. 

Cabinet member for transport and 
infrastructure, Councillor Andre 


Gonzalez De Savage said: “When we 
are looking at the policy of getting it 
right first time we realise some 
repairs may take a bit longer. 

“We do not want a policy of mend 
and repair but want to ensure there 
are no defects, we get value for 
money and there is a good road sur¬ 
face. What we have to do is to ensure 
what we do is within expenditure. 

“I am very much aware of all the 
schemes and the conditions of the 
county’s roads. But I would welcome 
members of the public telling us 
through Street Doctor if there are any 
which are in a poor state.” 

In comparison in 2010/11 at a 
national level 70 per cent of all classi¬ 
fied roads in England were listed as 
‘green’, 25 per cent were ‘amber’ and 
five per cent were in the ‘red’.

‘Key route’ to get 
a £950k revamp

NEARLY £1 million is to be 
pumped into improving a major 
junction in the county. 

Northamptonshire Enterprise 
Partnership (NEP) has 
announced its first project under 
the Government’s Growing Places 
Fund will be at the A45/A5 at 
Weedon. 

The £950,000 scheme will 
include extending the carriage¬ 
way, creating additional lanes and 
installing ‘smart’ traffic signals to 


re-prioritise traffic flows. With 
improved infrastructure, 1,000 
new homes will be built at 
Monksmoor and a better junction 
at Churchfields will lead to the 
development of a further 1,250 
properties. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council will be responsible for 
delivering the project which is 
expected to start within the next 
five months. 

Chairman of NEP, Paul 
Southworth, said: “The junction is 
part of a key route between 
Northampton and Daventry and 


represents a major step forward 
in easing congestion and sup¬ 
porting new development in the 
area.” 

Leader of Northamptonshire 
County Council, Councillor Jim 
Harker, added: “This is clearly 
tremendous news for the county 
as a whole and this vital junction 
improvement promises to unlock 
significant economic develop¬ 
ment and jobs.” 

This is the first project to receive 
financial support from the £5.9m 
the Government allocated to 
Northamptonshire in October.

THREE masked men used a 
trolley to steal five boxes of 
cigarettes from the Co-op 
on Richmond Road in 
Towcester.

PAUL di Resta believes that 
Force India are capable of 
building on the start that has 
seen him score points in four 
of the first six races of the 
2012 Formula One season. 

The British driver finished 
seventh at the Monaco Grand 
Prix just under two weeks 
ago, ahead of team mate 
Nico Hulkenberg as the 
Silverstone-based team 
claimed another double 
points finish. 

They now head to Montreal 
for this Sunday’s Canadian 
Grand Prix at the Circuit Giles 
Villeneuve, and di Resta is 
impressed with the progress 
made by the team a third of 
the way through the season. 

“I think we’ve demonstrated 
that we can carry on where 
we left off last year and fight 
for points everywhere,” he 
said. 

“The teams around us are all 
strong, but we’ve shown that 
we are consistent and can 
take on teams like Lotus, 
Williams and Sauber, who are 
all looking competitive. 

“In terms of points scored 
we are well ahead of where 
we were this time last year 
we take a lot of positives 


from that. I believe we can 
keep picking up points and be 
even stronger in the second 
half of the year.” 

Hulkenberg’s eighth place in 
Monaco was his third points 
finish of the year since 
returning to racing with Force 
India at the start of the 
season. 

He has been pleased with 
how the season has gone so 
far, but is striving for some 
more consistency in his 
performances.

Reeve boxes on the undercard of 
Liam Walsh’s defence of his 
Commonwealth super 
featherweight title at the Civic Hall 
in a six-round contest. 

In his last fight in March the 
22-year-old former Far Cotton Boys 
amateur won on points against 
Elemir Rafael after stepping up to 
featherweight. 

But that was just a one-time thing 
for Reeve, who is now back to his 
natural fighting weight and has 
been impressing trainer Bob Plant 
with his strength in the gym. 

He said: “I’m feeling so much 
stronger now than I did in my last 


fight. Last time out it was about 
four weight divisions above what I 
usually fight at. 

“People are going to see a big 
difference in me between that fight 
and this one. 

“I’m back in my division and I’m 
feeling a lot stronger.” 

Meanwhile, Ash Lane has suffered 
another cancellation of a proposed 
bout - this time after his scheduled 
opponent pulled out. 

Lane had been due to face 
unbeaten prospect Kallum De’Ath on 
the undercard of the interim world 
title fight between Scott Quigg and 
Rendall Munroe on June 16. 

However, De’Ath’s team withdrew 
him from the contest in Manchester 
just two days after accepting the 
fight, leaving the super 
featherweight sidelined again.

ALEX NICHOLLS is step¬ 
ping down to League Two 
to revitalise his career, and 
believes Aidy Boothroyd is 
the man to help him do it 
after signing for North¬ 
ampton Town, 

The 24-year-old will 
move to Sixfields at the 
start of next month once 
his contract with current 
club Walsall expires, hav¬ 
ing spent his entire career 
with the League One outfit 
after coming through their 
youth system. 

But after 233 appear¬ 
ances and 28 goals since 
making his Saddlers debut 
seven years ago, Nicholls 
has decided to move on 
and, despite offers from 
other clubs, was con¬ 
vinced by Boothroyd that 
Northampton is the right 
one for him. 

“Eve been at Walsall all of 
my career. I thought it was 
time for a change and I 
met with a few clubs but 
when I met Aidy things 
just felt right,” said 
Nicholls. 

“He spoke really well 
about the club and how he 


wants to take it forwards, 
and it was his ambition 
more than anything that 
made me want to sign. 

“I’m ambitious as well. 
I’ve taken a step back to try 
to take two steps forward 
in my career, and I think 
Aidy is the right manager 
to do that under. 

“He told me what his 
ambitions were and I real¬ 
ly want to try to help him 
achieve those to move 
Northampton forward, 
and to better my career as 
well.” 

Nicholls has proven him¬ 
self to be a versatile player 
during his time at the 
Banks’ Stadium, having 
been deployed as a for¬ 
ward and, more recently, 
on either the right or left 
wing. 

However, he sees himself 
more as a striker and has 
been told by Boothroyd he 
will be featuring there on a 
regular basis for North¬ 
ampton. 

He is now targeting dou¬ 
ble figures for goals next 
season and feels that will 
benefit both him and the 
club. 

Nicholls explained: “I 
think maybe I turned a bit 
stagnant at Walsall towards 
the end. I’d been swapped 


and changed between 
positions. 

“I just want to be given a 
change to play in my pre¬ 
ferred position for a good 
amount of games. I think if 
I do that then I can help 
Northampton move for¬ 
ward. 

“It was difficult and I’m a 
bit disappointed with how 
it ended, but I gave them 
12 years’ service so I don’t 
think I owe them anything 
anymore. 

“I had 12 fantastic years 
there and made a lot of 
friends, but I think it’s time 
for a change and new chal¬ 
lenge and I’m looking for¬ 
ward to it.” 

Nicholls joins Clive Platt 
as the latest addition to the 
Cobblers squad, and 
Boothroyd is expecting to 
bring in another “three or 
four” new signings before 
the commencement of the 
new campaign. 

But he expects it will be 
into the early part of 
pre-season before any 
new players are likely to 
arrive. 

Friendlies against a 
Chelsea Under-21 side and 
West Ham United XI will 
also give Boothroyd the 
chance to scout potential 
loan signings.
